This is a decision on the petition filed on April 26, 2004 by which petitioner requests withdrawal of the 
examiner's holding that this application stands abandoned for failure to file a proper and timely reply to 
the Office action dated August 20, 2003. The petition is considered pursuant to 37 CFR 1.181, and no fee 
is required. 

The petition is dismissed . 

Petitioner alleges that a proper reply to the Office letter in question was timely filed on September 18, 2003 
by United States Postal Service "Express Mail." Although the petition indicates that "another copy of the 
specification letter and drawings of said matter" are enclosed with the petition, no such papers have been 
received. The only attachments to the petition letter are a copy of the form PTO-90C and attached Notice 
of Abandonment that were mailed to petitioner on April 6, 2004, a copy of a page from the Internet 
concerning a search for item, and a copy of a delivery record apparently resulting from that search. 

Petitioner's attention is invited to the following Federal regulation governing the filing of correspondence 
with the Office by "Express Mail", which reads in pertinent part: 

37 CFR 1.10. Filing of correspondence by "Express Mail". 

(a) Any correspondence received by the Patent and Trademark Office (Office) that was delivered by the

(1) The petition is filed promptly after the person becomes aware that the Office has no evidence 
of receipt of the correspondence; 

(2) The number of the "Express Mail" mailing label was placed on the paper(s) or fee(s) that 
constitute the correspondence prior to the original mailing by "Express Mail"; 

(3) The petition includes a copy of the originally deposited paper(s) or fee(s) that constitute the 
correspondence showing the number of the "Express Mail" mailing label thereon, a copy of any 
returned postcard receipt, a copy of the "Express Mail" mailing label showing the "date-in", a copy 
of any other official notation by the USPS relied upon to show the date of deposit, and, if the 
requested filing date is a date other than the "date-in" on the "Express Mail" mailing label or other
